The 
mail-boat had hove to owing to the thickness ‘of the 
atmosphere, when through the mist a large cruiser was 
seen bearing right across her bows. Instantly the captain

Eton Boys Burned to Death.—A disastrous 
and regrettable outbreak of fire occurred within the 
boundaries of Eton College early on Monday, and resulted 
in the death of two scholars at the famous school. The 
fire broke out in the house of Mr, R. S. Kindersley, one 
of the College masters, who had over thirty boys boarding 
ander his charge. Some most exciting escapes were wit- 
uessed when the alarm-was given, must of the inmates 
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running out in their nightclothes, while others jum) 
from windows on to mattresses held below. Most unfor- 
tunately some of the upper windows of the house, which 
was very old, were barred, and exit by this means was 
impossible. The victims of the sad affair were Frank 
Harry Reginald Lawson and James Kevneth Horne, both 
about fourteen years of age, and described as bright lads 
extremely popular in the school. Master Horne was the 
son of Major Horne, of the Spas Light Infantry: 
who resides at Stirkoke, near Wick. Master Lawson was 
the only son of Mrs. Frank Lawson, of Hyde Park Gate; 
London, and was a grand-nephew of Sir Edward Lawson, 
of Hall Barn, Beaconsfield. The occurrence occasioned 
profound gloom in the Windsor district, and the celebra- 
tion of the Etonians’ Fourth of June, a day famous in the 
school annals, was immediately cancelled. The King and 
Queen sent messages of sincere regret to Dr, Warre, the 
Head Master of the College. 


Storms and Floods, — Whitsuntide has been 
characterised this year by some very tempestuous weather. 
In the London district on Saturday one of the heaviest 
storms recorded for years occasioned much damage. Many 
streets were flooded, and shop basements, underground 
railway-stations, and low-lying areas generally suffered 
considerably. At Thornton Heath, near Croydon, a man 
and a boy were killed by lightning. Other men sustained

severe injuries from the same cause; and at Oxford a man 
named Simmonds, while sitting in a shelter which was 
struck by the electric fluid, was instantly killed. In 
America, the Topeka district, lying to the west of the 
Mississippi River, has been devastated by floods, with 
enormous loss of life and property. Constant rains caused 
the rivers to rise, and in some eases whole villages were 
swept bodily away. It is estimated that over 200 lives have 
been lost, and the damage to property is set down at about 
une million sterling. Many heartrending scenes were 
witnessed by people unable to render assistance. In one 
vase a mother, who, with her baby in her arms, had clung 
for two days toa tree, was swept away and drowned just as 
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a rescue Patty: in boats approached. To add to the terrors 
of the situation, the waters sine several lime-pits, which 
set fire to wooden carried within their vicinity, and 
these floating bonfires were carried down-stream, spreading 
destruction in their wake. In one day 300 ple were 
rescued from tree-tops, and it is computed that at least 
45,000 persons have been rendered homeless by the floods. 


Railway Steamer Run Down.—Late one even- 
ins last week, the Great Central Railway Company's 
steamer Huddersfield, which left Antwerp at 8 p.m. for 
Grimsby, came into collision with the Norwegian steamer 
Uto from Rotterdam and sank off Saeptrvingen. The 
Huddersfield carried a crew of twenty-three, and had on 
board forty emigrant passengers bound for Canada,who were 
nearly all asleep at the time in the fore-cabin. Twenty-two 
lives Were lost, theship sinking within a few minutes of tle 
impact. Of the unfortunate victims sixteen were Galicians, 
tive Italians, and one a Pole. The survivors escaped with 
their lives only, in most cases being rescued in their night 
attire by the Uto’s boats, 


Soldier Charged with Murder.—An adjourged 
inquest was held at Birkdale on Private John James, 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers, who was found dead in a ditch on 
May 17 with his head battered in. Inspector Hodgeson 
read a statement made by Private Arthur Wickes, who 
is in custody, to the effect that when he and James 
were on their way back to camp after a drinking bout, 
the deceased man wanted to go back for more liquor, and a 
quarrel ensued. Both men wrestled on the ground, and, 
tinding that he could not get out of James's clutches, 
Wickes asserted he took off his belt and used it against 
his opponent, whom he then left without knowing what 
injuries he had inflicted. A verdict of wilful murder 
against Wickes was returned by the coroner's jury, who 
expressed their opinion that all soldiers’ belts ought to be 
numbered, 


Moat Farm Case:—Samuel Herbert Dougal, who 
has been committed for trial by the Saffron Walden 
magistrates, charged with the wilful murder of Miss C. C. 
Holland, formerly of the Moat Farm, @lavering, Essex, is to 
»ppear before Mr. Justice Wright at the Essex Assizes on 
June 17. Mr. C, F. Gill, K.C., has been retained by the 
‘Treasury to conduct the prosecution. It has been stated 
that a friend of Dougal has subscribed £500 towards the 
defense. 


Divcraa Case Sequel.—After a lengthy trial at the 
Old Bailey, Henry Fennemore George, private detective, 
was last week convicted of perjury, and sentenced to five 
Longin penal servitude. The case against George, as stated 

y the panene was that in connection with the 
recently heard action in divorce, Worsley v. Worsley, he 
fabricated evidence which materially influenced the jury in 
their decision. This evidence was that he (George) acting 
in his capacity of detective, had witnessed impropriety 
between the re<pondent in the ease, Mrs. Worsley, and the 
co-respondent, Mr. Joseph Worsley, or, as he was called, 
“Uncle Joe.” The Crown now contended that no such 
misconduct was witnessed by George, whose note-books 
exhibited marked discrepancies. One of the most notable 
features of the trial for perjury was the frequency with 
which counsel for the defence came into conflict with the 
Judge, Mr. Justice Grantham. His Lordship, after passing 
sentence, remdrked, “If this case illustrates the way in 
which divorce cases are got up then I say God.help the 
pour people of this country.” 


Village Courtship, and After.—An action for 
damages for breach of promise of marriage occupied four 
or five days in Mr, Justice Walton’s court this week. Miss 
Lily Bardwell, of Great Hormead, Hertfordshire, was 
the plaintiff, and Mr. Harry Hammond, a storekeeper 
of the same village, was the defendant.

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Deafness from Influenza. 


Attempts have been made by medical autho- 
rities from time to time to associate some 
particular forms of deafness with Influenza, one 
anrist, in fact, going so far as to say that abscesses 
in the ears are especially likely to occur with this 
disease.

‘The Editor also illus- 
trates the subject by publishing several cases of 
deafness produced by Influenza which were cured 
by the Drouet Method of Treatment by external 
applications.
